Shortened Work-week 
Under Old NRA and 
Strikes Given as 
Cause.

W ashington, April lo.—A delay in 
the completion of at least forty-tw o 
of the seventy-six warships now be­ 
ing built to bring the navy up to 
full authorized strength was dis­ 
closed Wednesday in a navy depart­ 
m ent report on construction prog­ 
ress. 
Naval officers said the delay in 
construction, started m any m onths 
ago, was caused by the shortened 
work week under the old NRA and 
strikes in private shipyards. 
The report showed that, of the 
seventy-six ships, thirty were ex­ 
pected to be completed before the 
end of the year, thirty-tw o were 
more than tw o-thirds finished and 
five had passed the half-w ay mark. 
Say Time M ust Be Extended 
Shipyards including navy yards, 
have reported, however, th a t the 
completion date, as specified in tlu* 
contracts, m ust be moved ahead on 
the calendar from one m onth to one 
year on many vessels to meet condi­ 
tions unforeseen when the contracts 
were signed. 
Navy officers recalled th a t R ear- 
Admiral E. S. Land, chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
had warned at hearings on the NRA 
shipbuilding code th a t a reduction 
below forty hours a week “would in ­ 
terfere unduly with the projier pros­ 
ecution of the naval building pro­ 
gram, as well as w ith a norm al ship 
repairing activities of the navy and 
private shipyards.” 
Shows in Survey on Code 
A study of the shipbuilding code, 
just issued by the NRA division of 
review, asserted th a t “peak employ­ 
ment on naval contracts was seri­ 
ously delayed by the code hours.” 
Prior to July I. 1933, the study 
said, 
the 
shipbuilding 
industry 
worked on a 44 to 48 hour basis, giv­ 
ing the men an average work-week 
of 37‘/a hours. 
The 36-hour week 
under the code, it added, reduced 
the average work week to 29 to 31 
hours and the average pay check to 
$23.60. 
Included among the delayed ships 
are the navy's twro new’ aircraft car­ 
riers. 
The Newport News Ship­ 
building and Dry Dock company hius 
leported the Yorktown, scheduled to 
be completed in October, will not tx* 
finished until March* 1937, and th a t 
there will be a delay of Prom four 
to five m onths in com pleting the 
Enterprise.

dinary achievement in Arctic and 
A ntarctic exploration 1925-1936.’’

Attempt to Trace Boxes 
In the meantime, 
federal, state 
and municipal investigators are en­ 
deavoring to trace the origin of the 
cigar boxes used by the bombers and 
the dynamite used in the deadly 
machines. 
Through jobbers’ numbers, police 
hope to learn to what dealers the 
cigar boxes were shipped. 
Investi­ 
gators admitted that it might be 
difficult to trace the cigar boxes in 
this manner, but they are not over­ 
looking a single lead

April 16 < A P Overrid­ 
ing wishes of President Roosevelt's 
foilolwereT,l?or'ni[a n earlier 'date. the 
Georgia State Democratic executive 
committee dominated by his critic, 
Oov. Eugene Talmadge, Wednesday 
aet a presidential primary fpr June 
3 and fixed the entrance fee at $10 - 
000 for each candidate. 
The committee voted down 83 to 
l l a substitute move of the Roose­ 
velt supporters which would have 
fixed the primary date for May 5 
and the entrance fee at $1,000. 
Will Mann, leader of the Tal­ 
madge majority on the committee, 
said that if there is only one candi­ 
date as Newt Morris the Roosevelt 
leader, predicted, the entrance fee 
would be handed back to that can­ 
didate within three months after 
entries close May 16 at noon. 
"Somebody has got to pay for the 
primary,'' Mann 
continued, 
"the 


new dealers have plenty of money 
to pay for the primary and that’s 
the only way they are going to get it 
done.” 
Governor Talmadge, who did not 
attend the committee meeting, said 
immediately after its adjournment 
he did not know whether he would 
be a candidate in the primary. 
“I don’t know if 111 enter the pri­ 
mary," he said. 
"I am pretty busy with state af­ 
fairs right now. 
My future action 
depends on how things turn out in 
Georgia.” 
The primary resolution said that if 
only one candidate qualified he will 
name the delegates and alternates 
to the national convention at Phila­ 
delphia and shall be entitled to the 
vote of Georgia there. 
Marion Allen. Georgia manager 
for Roosevelt, had demanded a pri­ 
mary. Over a score of county ex­ 


ecutive committees also had peti­ 
tioned for one. 
Says Opposition Surrendered 
Allen, in a statement Wednesday 
night, said, "The opposition 
to 
President Roosevelt has capitulated 
by the state committee granting a 
presidential prferential primary.” 
He charged that “the surrender, 
however, was in part with poor 
grace. The obviously excessive and 
unprecedented entrance fee of $10,- 
000 required of candidates for the 
presidency cannot be justified. 
It 
is more than twice the sum ever re­ 
quired in any state in the union and 
ten times more than Georgia usual­ 
ly exacts.”
